BILLOWS TWENTY FEET HIGH IN CHICAGO 


Barge With Crew of Half Dozen Men Was Seen to Sink Off 


Buffalo Just Before Noon Today-Storm Which Raged 
During the Night Still Continues Today-Reports of 
Damage Come from Numerous Points on Ihe Great 
Lakes-A Number of Fatalities, 


Cleveland, Oct. 20—Lake Brie was j 


swept by a furious gale last night, the 
fiercest in many years. The 
wind 


reached a velocity of 70 miles an hour 
and the gale continued today 
with 


slightly diminished severity. Reports 
from ports on the lake show show the 
damage done at Buffalo. The barges 
"Unadilla and Sweetheart parted, from 
the steamer Prinkel and this morning 
were adrift in the lake. Tugs are un- 
able to rescue them. At Detroit, the 
Detroit river was blocked to all but the 
lightest draft vessels, because of the 
lowest stage of water in the Lime Kiln 
crossing in years. The blockade this 
morning affected many vessels. 


Canadian reports show harbor dam- 


ages. At Lorain the steel freighter, 
Wisconsin, was dasned onto the break- 
water. The vessel was badly damaged. 
"The woden~steamer. Sarah A. Sheldon, 
is on the shoals east of Lorain and the 
.tugs are unable to rescue her." The 
vessel is pounding badly and will be a 
total wreck. Two of the 
crew are 


drowned, the captain signalled. The 
Sheldon was driven ashore last night 
after a furious battle. Cleveland life 
savers will attempt 
to rescue the 


crew. 
The schooner Kingfisher was 


swept from her moorings here and was 
clashed to pieces. The tug Metcaif 
. was also sunk here.

FIERCEST IN 30 YEARS. 


St. Joseph, Mich., Oct. 20—The 


fiercest northwest gale followed by the 
highest seas ever known on the east 
shore of Lake Michigan swept this dis- 
trict during the night. Thousands of

damaged in St. Joseph, South Haven. 
Holland. Grand Haven and Muskegon. 
The Silver Beach resort is entirely 
under water. The swing of the big 
Pere Marquette railroad bridge span- 
ning the St. Joseph river at this point 
is in great danger. Inward seas «ra- 
ing in contact with the downward cur- 
rent of the river is fast removing the 
sand foundation of the north abutment 
of the bridge. A report reached this

Chief Magistrate Visits the Home of 


His 
Mother 
In Georgia, and 
In 


North Carolina Meets the Widow of 
General Stonewall Jackson — Inci- 
dents of the Southern Trip. 


Atlanta, 
Ga.. Oct. 20.—President 


Roosevelt today visited Roswell, this 
state, the home of his mother, later 
moving on to Atlanta, where he re- 
ceived a tremendous ovation. Mrs. 
Roosevelt left the presidential parry 
here and returned to "Washington. 


On his journey through North Car- 


olina the chief magistrate received a 
continuous ovation. 
He was greeted 


by, cheering^ crow'ds, at 
Durham, 


Greensboro, Hig'h Point, Lexington, 
Salisbury and Charlotte. 


The feature of the president's visit 


to Charlotte was his meeting with the 
widow of the great Confederate lead- 
er, General Stonewall Jackson. Mrs. 
Jackson lives within a stone's throw 
of the station, and when the train 
pulled in she was present as the head 
of a committee of ladies appointed by 
Mayor McNinch to receive Mrs. Roose- 
velt. When the president was intro- 
duced he took her hand and remained 
talking for fully five minutes. "Mrs. 
Jackson, you do not know how glad I 
am to meet you. What, the widow of 
the great Stonewall Jackson? Why, 
it is worth the whole trip down here 
to have a chance to shake your hand." 


Mr. Roosevelt urged the preserva- 


tion of forests at one point, saying: 


"One of the most obvious duties 


which our generation owes to the gen- 
erations that are to come after us is 
to preserve the existing forests. It is 
the upper altitudes of the forested 
mountain that are most valuable to 
the nation as a whole, especially be- 
cause of their effects upon the water 
supply. Neither state nor nation can 
afford to turn these mountains over 
to the unrestrained greed of those who 
would exploit them at the expense of 
the future. We can not afford to wait 
longer before assuming control, in the 
interest of the public, of these forests; 
for if we do waif, ihe vested interests 
of private parties in them may become 
so strongly intrenched that it may be 
a most serious as well as a most ex- 
pensive task to oust them. If the 
eastern states are w'se. then from the 
Bay of Fundy to tbe gulf we will see. 
within the next few years, a policy set 
on foot, similar to that so fortunately 
carried out in the high Sierras of the 
west by tbe national government. All 
the higher Appalachians should be re- 
served, either by the state or by the 
nation. 
1 much prefer that 
they 


should be put under national control, 
but it is a mere truism to say that 
they will not be reserved either by 
tbe states or by th*- nation unless you 
people of the south show a strong in- 
terest in Uiern "

The first meeting of the Good Roads 


association was held at the Mayor's 
court room

Thursday night and judging from the 
number who were in attendance, there 
will be but little trouble in arousing 
the interest of the local people in the 
project for better roads in Ohio. 


Wellingon E. Louek, the national 


organizer, was in the city and attend- 
ed the meeting. 
He spoke to those 


assembled and stated the purpose of 
the meeting. He said that it was the 
purpose to organize the state thorough- 
ly and that the object of the movement 
was to better the condition s of the 
roads jn Ohio. 


This is a non-parisan movement and 


no one is to be asked for any flnacial 
support. Colonel T. P. Rixey, speaking 
on legislation for good roads, advo- 
cated a thorough codification of the 
Ohio road laws. 
Ohio he said had 


more good road laws than nearly any 
other state in the union, but there 
were many of them which conflicted 
so badly that it was -difficult intelli- 
gently to apply them. They should be 
merged into one general road 
law 


which would thoroughly cover the 
ground. 


Colonel Rixey held that the great- 


est reason for poor roads was the 
lack of concerted interest by the pub- 
lic. He urged thorough organization, 
both for education and for making de- 
mand upon the legislature. In united 
strength alone was there hope of ef- 
fect upon the law making body. 


A temporary local organization was 


made Thursday night1 when Dr. I. N. 
Palmer was 
elected as 
temporary 


chairman and Dr. C. L-. Wyeth was 
named as secretary. 
It was decided 


to hold another meeting next Monday 
night in the convention room at the 
Court House at which time the organi- 
zation will be completed. 


Arrangements will also be made at 


this meeting to hold a county conven- 
tion in Newark at which time every 
farmer, merchant and professional 
man in the city will be urged to at- 
tend. This is a question which will be 
of great interest to all who want good 
roads 
Over five thousand letters of 


invitation will be sent broadcast over 
Licking county to bring these inter- 
ested people to Newark on the occa- 
sion of this big meeting.
